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RESIDENTS IN PRIVATE HOMES FOR THE AGED 
IN NEW YORK STATE, 1961 

The term "Private Home for the Aged" in New York State refers to a non- 
profit home for the aged which is operated by a charitable corporation, Such 
homes may or may not provide a separate nursing care section for the chronically 
411 as well as a residential section. Homes caring for welfare recipients in a 
separate section which meets the minimum requirements of the New York State 
Department of Social Welfare for a separate infirmary rate of payment are 
designated as having "approved infirmary facilities" for public assistance pur- 
pose only. | 

The following summary is based on data obtained from survey and panera etry 
visit reports of the Bureau of Adult Institutions of the Department, 

There were 186 homes in New York State at the end of 1961 with a total bed 
capacity of 16,888 beds, exclusive of seven homes for which data were not avail-~ 
able, Of the 186 homes, only 18 homes with a bed capacity of 5,385 operated 
approved infirmaries, with the beds distributed almost evenly: 2,615 in the 
domiciliary units and 2,770 in the infirmaries, Homes with 100 beds or more 
accounted for two-thirds of all available beds, and for practically all accom— 
modations (97.6 pereeat) in the homes with approved infirmaries, Fifty of the 
homes with 9,011 beds were located in New York City and 136 homes with 7,877 
beds were in operation Upstate, Most of the approved infirmary beds, 2,376, 
were in New York City homes, The size of the homes in New York City were 
generally larger than those in the remainder of the State (Tables 1 and 2). 

At the end of 1961 there were 14,617 residents in these homes, They 


represented an occupancy rate of 86,6 percent with the rate a little higher 
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in New York City then in the rest of the State. The homes with infirmaries had 
an occupancy rate of 93.5 percent, as compared with 83.3 percent in homes with 
no infirmaries (Tables 3 and 4). 

Of the 14,617 residents at the end of the year, 10,802 or 73.9 percent 
were females and 3,815 or 26.1 percent were males, Female residents represented 
68.5 percent in New York City homes and 80.4 percent Upstate. 

Although the word aged is commonly applied to persons 65 years or older, 
in private homes for the aged in New York State 65 years is a relatively young 
age. Nearly 94 percent of the residents were at least 70 years old; 57.8 percent 
were at least 80 years and 8.9 percent were 90 ee or older (Table 6). 

Since there was not enough detailed information on length of stay in the 
homes, the breakdown provides only three groupings: those who stayed less than 
| 10 years representing Ait! 85 percent; those who remained in the homes from 10 
to 20 years constituting 13 percent, and a ena nvinber of residents (2.2 per- 
cent) with a length of stay of 20 years or longer (Table 7). 

In 30 percent of the cases care was paid for in whole or in part from 
public funds. Private funds provided care for close to two-thirds of the 
residents (65.5 percent). These were distributed as follows: 22.8 percent were 
cared for under life contracts with the homes; 32.6 percent were paying for their 
care from their own resources or were being supported by relatives or friends; 
and 10,1 percent were supported from contributions by charitable organizations 
(Table 8). 

Despite the advanced ages of the residents, nearly three-fourths (73.5 
percent) were capable of performing their routine functions without any assis- 


tance and only 7 percent were bedridden, 
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The number of residents 70 years of age and older represented 1.35 per- 
cent of the State population in that age-group on April 1, 1960. Residents in 
the age-group 70-79 years made up two-thirds of one percent of the State popu- 
lation in that age interval, Residents 80 years and older were a significant 


proportion of the total population 80 years and over, 3.65 percent,
